Court Orders 
Powell Arrest 


Congress Immunity 
Delays Citation 


NEW YORK ( AP)—A state 
Supreme Court justice has au­ 
thorized any New York sheriff 
to arrest Rep. Adam Clayton 
Powell for civil contempt, but 
the order can only be carried 
out when Congress is in recess 
Powell* whose arrest was au­ 
thorized in a similar action in 
1964, has avoided appearing in 
the state when not protected by 
his 
congressional 
immunity. 
Both orders grow out of Pow­ 
ell’s failure to pay a $164.000 
libel judgment. 
Justice Wilfred A. Waltemade 
directed

that 
sheriffs 
detain Powell on sight and con­ 
fine him until the defamation 
judgment is paid. The arrest 
order does not apply outside 
New York or on Sundays within 
the state.

The White House said Johnson 
would sign the measure in cere­ 
monies in the East Room with 
members of Congress, federal 
officials and transportation in­ 
dustry laders looking on. 
The new department, destined 
to have 90,000 employes and an 
annual budget of nearly $6 bil­ 
lion, will come into formal ex­ 
istence 90 days after the Presi­ 
dent appoints a secretary. 
Even before the bill-signing 
ceremony, rumors were afloat 
in Washington — with no confir­

White House — that Presiden­ 
tial Assistant Joseph Califano 
might be selected as secretary 
of transportation. 
Califano, regarded as an au­

Violent Storms Cause Havoc 


In Western, Central States

Killer tornadoes, the first ma­ 
jor snowstorm of the season and 
other forms of violent weather 
which struck the central part of 
the nation and Western states 
left a heavy toll of dead and In­ 
jured today and extensive prop­ 
erty damage. 
The death toll was at least 15 
including six in Belmond, Iowa, 
which was struck by a tornado 
Friday afternoon. An estimated 
150 to 200 persons were injured, 
about 20 of them critically, in 
the north-central Iowa commu­ 
nity of 2,500. 
The blizzard which lashed ar­ 
eas in Colorado and Wyoming 
before sweeping into areas of 
Nebraska, and 
Kansas 
was 
blamed for six deaths. Two men 
were missing in Wyoming. 
Tornados 
and

winds 
injured about 40 persons in Mis­ 
souri and Illinois. Strong, dam­ 
aging winds, heavy rain and 
hail hammered wide areas in 
the Plains and from the Mid­ 
west to Texas and western Ok­ 
lahoma. 
Near blizzard conditions and 
drops in temperature up to 40 
degrees were reported in the 
Central Plains. The snow ap­ 
peared to be tapering off as the 
storm headed into the Upper 
Mississippi Valley and into the 
northern Great Lakes region. 
Freezing weather or frost was 
reported from the central and 
southern Rockies to the adja­ 
cent Western Plains. 
Severe 
thunderstorms 
rum­ 
bled across sections from the 
western Great Lakes to eastern 
Texas. Rainfalls measured up to 
two inches in many areas.

Congress Immunity

Supreme Court justice has au 
thorned any New York sherif! 
to arrest Rep. Adam Clayton 
Powell tor civil contempt, but 
the order can only be carried 
out when Congress is in recess 
Powell' whose arrest was au­ 
thorized in a similar action in 
1964. has avoided appearing in 
the state when not protected by 
his 
congressional 
immunity 
Both orders grow out of Pow­ 
ell’s failure to pay a $164,000 
libel judgment. 
Justice Wilfred A. Waltemade 
directed 
Friday that

detain Powell on sight and con­ 
fine him until the defamation 
judgment is paid. The arrest 
order does not arplv outside 
New York or on Sundays within 
the sUte. 
The Harlem Democrat was 
found guilty Monday of criminal 
contempt for wilfully ignoring 
five subpoenas requiring him to 
appear in court for financial 
examinations in connection with 
the libel case.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
big news in agriculture next 
year is likely to be on the farm 
labor front. 
Labor unions are laying the 
groundwork for an all • out 
drive to get a foothold in agri­ 
culture for the eventual organi­ 
zation of the great bulk of 
farm workers, especially sea­ 
sonal workers engaged by larger 
farm operators. 
Organized farm groups are 
getting set to battle the union­ 
ization campaign. In the fore­ 
front of opposition will be the 
Amrican Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion, largest general farm or­ 
ganization. 
It 
is 
particlarly 
strong in states which g r o w 
crops needing large numbers of 
seasonal workers 
The impending battle may be 
three-cornered, with labor divid­ 
ed. Both the AFLrCIO and the 
Teamsters are expected to cam­ 
paign to set up their own local 
farm labor unions. They have 
come into strong, and some­ 
times bitter, opposition in or­ 
ganizational efforts in Califor­ 
nia. 
The 1967 farm labor unioniza­ 
tion efforts are expected to ex­ 
pand from California and Texas 
into Florida. New Jersey, Michi­

Heath Emerges Tory Leader, 
But Labor's Wilson Strong

BLACKPOOL, England (AP) 
— Conservative party Leader 
Edward Heath ha,s convinced
